Mr. Speaker : — Words are so entirely in- 
ailrqiiate to express the magnitude of our 
nation’s calamily, that one whose lips were 
touched with the fires ot inspiration from 
on high might well pause ere he attempted 
to give utterance to the mighty woe which 
oppresses the American heart, consequent 
upon the death of the great and good man 
to whose memory we this xlay pay obeis- 
ance, and over whose untimely fall we this 
day mourn. 

On the 4th day of March, 1861, Mr. Lin- 
coln was inaugurated Chief Executive of a 
nation rent and torn by conflicting factions; 
Chief Magistrate of a people over whom 
the etorm-cloud of civil war hung dark and 
portentous, soon to be rent and to pour up 
on our land all the blighting evils atten- 
dant upon fratricidal strife. Never did 
such gigantic difficulties loom up before 
mortal ruler, and never was there a clearer 
mind, more ardent patriotism or inflexible 
determination bestowed upon a country to 
shield her from the danger environing her, 
than was given to ours in the person of the 
pale, shrewd, virtuous and immoveable 
man. whom our people had taken from the 
humble walks of life and elevated to a po- 
sition more glorious than that of the Taci- 
turn William, and more potent than that of 
the conquering Charlemagne. 

Had the Southern rebellion grown out of 
real or fancied wrongs received at the 
hands of Mr. Lincoln, then possibly the 
critic or future historian might withhold 
some portion of the praise due him for the 
policy which has crushed a rebellion that 
has startled the civilized world and bathed a 
continent in blood; a rebellion which, 
whether regarded with reference to its 
magnitude or its wickedness, stands with- 
out a rival and without a parallel in the 
world’s history — I say, sir, bad he been 
Chief Magistrate prior to its inauguration, 
then possibly the critic or the historian 
might withhold some portion of the honor 
due to the policy that has crushed it, as an 
offset to the supposed erroneous policy that 
had produced it But fortunately (or him, 
nay; fortunately for us, he came fresh from 
the people; a man not schooled in political 
intrigue, but possessing broad and compre- 
hensive statesmanship; not a partizan, 
looking alone to the exaltation of this or 
the crushing of that faction, but an Ameri- 
can citizen, loving the institutions of his 
country, reverencing her laws, determined 
on the maintenance of her Union, and one 
who esteemed it his highest privilege to I e 
permffted to bow down and worship the 
Ood of Liberty at her free altars. 

It was not (or wrong, either real or fancied, 
received at his hands, that the storm-cloud 
of war burst with such relentless fury upon 
our land. It was not for any aot of his that 
the demon of slaughter has so long cano- 
pied our continent with wings dripping 
with the gore of our kindred and friends 
It was for no evil deed of his that the hearts 
of traitors were filled to bursting nigh with 
an npparanlly unslakeable thirst (or car- 
nage. No. sir; the rebellion was the inevitable 
culmination of that feeling of “restlessness 
under lawful restraint," which flrst 
emerged into the light of day in 1820, and 
which from that day until 1860, following' 
all the dark and tortuous meanderings of 
political intrigue, has sought to fire the 
Southern heart and instruct the Southern 
mind with a view to the overthrow of the 
Republic, and the rearing upon its ruins an 
aristocracy more hateful and oppressive 
han that which cursed the Gomau people 
n the days of the “wicked Ten.’' fit resulted 
from the plottings of men upon whom his 
lory will, in the name of the blood that 
flowed at Lexington and crimsoned Lake 
Champlain, brand tlie names and deeds of 
traitors, and upon their brows dark, indel- 
lible and damning, the lightning scar of 
infamy, and disgrace will be fixed and 
there remain forever. 

For years a class of Southern politicians 
had been plotting th j severance of the 
chain of amity, interest and Law by which 
the States of this Union bad been linked 
into one great nation, and, 'in 1860, in 
their overweening pride and ambition, 
they conceived that the Southern heart bad 
been sufficiently fired and the Southern 
mind eufficiently instructed, and they 
therefore seized upon Mr. Lincoln’s election 
as a pretext, and plunged the cotton Stales 
into the dark vortex of revolution. Nay, 
more; they believed-and that, too.not without 
cause — that the pTollings of traitors in our 
own national council halls had so demor- 
alized the goverumeut and undermined the 
bulwarks ot our national deleiise, that their 
dark designs would be easily accomplished. 

At the time Mr. Lincoln was invested with 
the functions of Chief Executive of the 
United Slates, the criminal devotion — to 
call it by no harsher name — of Buchanan 
to party and partizan power, had suffered 
Thompsotl, Floyd, and other treacherous 
ministers, to have scattered our little navy 
all over the (ace of the deep, our treasury 
W.15 bankrupt, and important command's 
in our army had been entrusted to men 
who had either already betrayed, or who 
were pledged, ready a'nd willing at any mo- 
ment, to betray their trusts into the po'wer of 
the rebel government. 

Yet encompassed as he was by all these 
difficulties — a scattered navy, a demoral- 
ized army, a bankrupt treasury, a despon- 
dent constituency and jubilant enemy — 
calmly he determined upon his course, and 
in his inaugural address, on the 4th day of 
March, 1861. he declared in substance that 
he would hold, occupy and po.ssess the (orts 
and other property, which of right belong- 
ed to the Governmeut everywhere, all over 
our land, from Maine to the Rio Qraude. 

At flrst this object was attempted to be ob- 
tained without the effusion of blood. As- 
surances were given to the Southern peo- 
ple that no wrong to them and no injury to 
their properly was intended by the author- 



ities of the Federal Govern 
it was not for the redress of 
maintenance of rights that l! 

.son had been laid with so 
care, but in order that ther 
let or hindrance to the vau 
ambition. Therelore, in a n 
lolly and madness, our flag was ruthlessly 
insulted by an attack upon our little garri- 
son at Fort Sumter. 

When it was found that 'Virginia would 
not secede unless there was strife, and when 
in order to secure her secession the order was 
sent on the lighting’s wing to Charleston; 
"fire on Fort Sumter,” the leaders of the 
South had never once doubted the speedy ac- 
compliRfiment of their designs. They mock- 
ed at the inexperience of our President io 
affairs of state, and derided his announce- 
ment of a determination to preserve the Un- 
ion, and extirpate the rebellion. Neveronce 
did they imagine that the “rail splitter,’’ the 
"flatboatman,” would in reality, eyetemaii- 
cally and persistently io the name of hie 
country resist the enroachroents of ile ene- 
mies 

But, sir, never did Harrold the Saxon, or 
Henry of Navarre, or Frederick the Great, 
or William the III, or the Hero of Agin- 
court, exhibit a more sublime determina- 
tion in the maintenance of a great princi- 
ple than did he, whose bloody bier a nation 
has so recently watered with its tear. 

The noble Anderson and his little band of 
heroes were foKced to yield to the hoet ot 
treason at Fort SuiBter and forth from the 
Executive Mansion came a proclamation cal- 
ling for seventy-five thousand men to do 
battle for the right. Gushing through the 
streets of Washington, panic stricken, came 
the shattered and broken relics of the proud 
army which a few days previous had left the 
city with the cry of “on to Richmond’’ echo- 
ing through its ranks. Then the rejoicings 
of traitors were heard all over the land< — 
Bonfires gleamed on every hill top of the 
South, and as though the regions of' the 
damned had vomited forth its crew, in every 
valley was heard the hideous shouts of exul- 
tant treason. In the loyal States dismay fill- 
ed the hearts of the people. With staring 
eyes, strajning ears and pallid lips they were 
watching and wondering where next the 
Storm would burst. The enemy was thun- 
dering at the gates of the capital, and croak- 
ers were advising the yielding up ot an nt 
tempted exercise of authority over the soil 
which had just been baptized with the blood 
of our people. But. in the executive chair 
there was a pale, calm, earnest man whose 
mind appreciated the danger encompassing 
the nation, and whose soul was equal to the 
great emergency which had so suddenly 
come upon the country. Unflinchingly he 
faced the storm, and with a voice like unto 



“The blast of that dread hero 
On Fonterabian echoes borne, 

When Roland brave, and Oliver, 

And every paladin and peer. 

On Roncesvalles died,” 

he rallied the drooping patriots once more 
to the rescue of their endangered country. 

Then to complicate his difficulties, foreign 
nations began to prate ot intervention, and 
immediately tho (orces in our navy yards 
were increased, and soon our turreted mon- 
itors and the dark hulls of our iron-clad 
men-o(-wa^ frowned defiance to the navies 
of the world, and warned the despots o( Eu- 
rope tliat not only their commerce would be 
swept from the bosom of the ocean, but pro- 
bably their seaport towns would pay the 
penalty of their interference. Again and 
again did the Army of the Potomac at- 
tempt to reach the rebel capital, and 
again and again was it driven back, beat- 
beaten and discomfitted. And although vic- 
tory crowned the efforts of our soldiers at 
.Antietam and Oettv.sburg, at Fort Donelson, 

Shiloh and Slone river, yet it was piirchaseil 
at so dear a price that good men began to 
doubt the success of our cause and to tear 
that a cau.seles.s rebellion would, by the fu- 
ture historian, he chronicled as a successlul 
revolution. But from the day that the first 
gun echoed o'er our land, proclaiming the 
commencement ol the conflict in which the 
problem of mao’s capability of self-govern 
nient was so vitally involved, until the 
time when the morning sun was greeted by 
the triumphal symbol of our nationality 
waving o’er the ramparts of conquered Rich- 
mond, and the evening breeze kissed the 
battle-grimed flag of wie Republic, as it floa',. 
ed out from the blacitened, shattered walls 
of recaptured ,Sumter\never onee did Mr. 

Lincoln blench the storm or waver in his 
determination to maintain that great princi 
pie of Union; the foundation stone upon 
which was erected the superstructure of our 
government. His determination to preserve 
the unity of the nation and tiie iudiviaibili- 
ity of its territory was the key to every or- 
der he entered, every proclamation he "issu- 
ed, and every law recommended by him lor 
adoption by Congress. That this was the 
great motive which would actuate him in 
all of his administrative acts, was foreshad- 
owed in his modification ol the orders of 
Fremont and Hunter in 1361, and by the 
sentiments and declarations embodied in his 
subsequent letter to Mr. Greeley where he 
declared in substance that i(, by the main- 
tenance of the institution of slavery, he 
could best subserve the Union cause, he 
would in t'iiat event maintain it; but if by its 
abolishment he could more surely restore 
the Union, be would most assuredly abolish 
it. The theory, or rather may I not say the 
axiom of the necessity of the preserved in- 
tegrity of the Union as the foundation from 
which flows all the beneficient privileges of 
our Government was the great underlying 
principle of his life. 

History has judged of the correctness 
of administrative acts of the rulers in limes 
past, and will so judge them in time to 
come, by the results ol the policy pursued. 

Mr. Lincoln's friends need ask for him no 
departure from the historic rule past. Thev 
need ask no other criterion by which 
the judgments of men shall bo governed in 
criticisiog him and his actions; and if the 
justice of this rule is accorded to him the fu- 
ture will crown his memory with a wreath 
uf fame as unfading and undying, as were the 
pure aphorisms ol patriotism which were 
ever welling up from the fountains of his 
own honest hearty 

But, sir, I have' not come hero to-day to 
enter into a protracted discussion of that 
policy which ia now part of the history ol 
our own county, and which as such must 
remain forever. I would not, on this occa- brief months to develop.

Treason a Crime. 

Id all nations treason has been consider- 
jeJtlic highest crime possible against the 
I Government, and when the Government, as 
in a kingdom, was vested in a single head, 
the person of the monarch became sacred, 
and a crime against him was visited by the 
[severest punishments. Politically, this 
Iseems a mere safeguard erected by kings 
ifor their personal security, but under it lies 
la grand fundamental truth — that crime 
lagainet the greater number is the greater 
Icrime I 

In the general laxity prevailing through- 
out society the very opposite opinion has had 
currency. There has been an impression 
Ithat a crime against a man who could indi- 
I’idually suffer the consequences in purse or 
person was really greater than an offence 
against a community or nation, which, like 
. corporation could have no soul. But as 
love to the neighbor has been inculcated by 
our highest law, that feeling must extend 
Inore widely, and ascend to a higher grade, 
Ts men are multiplied into communities. 
I'he golden rule applied to the individual is, 
rhen e.xtended to the nation, elevated into 
:ie e.xalted sentiment of patriotism, and he 
I'ho proves not only dead to that feeling, but 
Tho violates it by a crime against bis coun- 
ry, commits one of the greatest sins against 
|iod and man 

To the moral sense, treason stands first in 
le long catalogue of crime — shadowed by 
lie foulest stain, darkened into deadliest 
^uilt, and rendered more sinful than other 
pin by the added crime of trust betrayed. 
I’reason can only be the act ol one owing 
allegiance to the power again.st which the 
Injury is meditated, and it necessarily in- 
cludes forgetfulness of past vows, ingratitude 
[for past favors, repudiation of past protec- 
Jtion, and violation ol confidence reposed. 
Iriie most fearful pages of history are the re- 
Ihearsals of the violations of trust, friendship, 
land fealty, and the terrible retribution that 
Ifollowed in thatstorn,y past, when crime was 
Inot avenged by law, but revenged by the red, 
Iright hand of the injured. 

One of the sternest judges and subtlest 
reasoners that the world has seen, as well a.«

IWith this greatest of sinners is Judas, who 
lietrayed the Highest with a kiss, and, on 
pither hand, as only lesser than he, Brutus 
snd Cassius! This strange array has per- 
plexed and confounded the commentators. 
Various and clever have been their efforts to ' 
rescue Brutus from his sad eminence, but! 
the poet concealed a great thought under 
Ithe rude symbol.

|bodiment of law, the establishment of order 
-and, as such, the object of fealty. There-

In Florida we were as weak In Georgia 
Diir inadequate foi;ce had been captured at 
iMacon In Gen. Taylor's department there 
vare no means of opposing the formidable 
srray under Gen. Cauby, which had taken 
blobile, nor the cavalry under Hen. Wilson, 
[vliich had captured every other place of ira- 
ortance west of Augusta. 

To carry on war, therefore, we had to de- 
bend upon the Army of Tennessee alone. 
The United States could have brought 
against it twelve or fifteen times its number 
[n the armies of Gens. Grant, Sherman and 
Janby. With such odds against us, with- 
but means of procuring ammunition or re- 
pairing arms, without, money or credit to 
provide food, it was impossible to continue 
far except as robbers. Thejconsequence of 
[he prolonging of the struggle would only 
biave been destruction or dispersion of our 
uravest men, and great suffering of women 
and children by desolation and ruin, inevit- 
lablefroui the marching 200,UOO men through 
[the country. 

lohiiHton's Surrender Forbidden bv Jell'. 

Davis. 

Gen. .lohnston surrendered his army in 
ositive disobedience to the order of Mr. Da- 
ris, who instructed him to disband his in- 
Ifantry, spike his artillery, and form with his 
cavalry an escort for the government in its 
light. Gen. Johnston received this order 
^vith undisguised indignation. He immedi- 
ately replied that he had three duties to con- 
sider; Firstof all, that which heowed totheof- 
|ficers and soldiers under his command , sec- 
ond, that which was due to the country, 
[composed of the families of those brave men; 
[and lastly, which was the most inferior of 
all, that which he owed to his superiors in 
command. In the conflict between these 
duties he should disregard the last and obey 
Ithe two first. The surrender was in accord- 
ance with this determination . — Richmond 
fWhig. 



KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE 

Thursday, May 25 — Senate — Mr. Fisk of- 
ered a resolution to authorize Messrs. Rob- 
nson and Grover to issue a process to corn- 
el the attendance of witnesses in the Bullitt 
ase; also allowing them the use of the tele- 
Igrapli; adopted. Mr. Coftey, from theCom- 
piiittee on Agriculture and Manufactures, 
reported a bill to repeal in part an act for 
the protection of sheep in this Common- 
vvcalth. The Bhllitt case was taken up. 
[The third charge against Judge Bullitt was 
[taken up. It is a.s follows : 

“The said Ballitthas vacated bis said office by 
absenting himself from the sittings of said court 
and from his State, having taken up bis perma- 
nent residence within the ,territory of a foreign 
government." 

Messrs. C. F. Matthews, L. Brodhcad, R. 
R. Bolling, and Senator Harrison were then 
sworn as witnesses. Messrs. Harrison, Mat- 
thews and Brodhead testified to the fact that 
Judge Bullitt is in'.Canada. Mr. Bolling tes- 
tified that Judge Bullitt had not perform- 
ed his functions in Court since the 24th of 
December, 1864. Judge Peters and Leon 
Moore were then sworn as witnesses. Judge 
Peters, of the Court of Appeals, said that 
Judge Bullitt was with the court during the 
Christmas holydays. that he turned over 
such of the court records as were in his cus- 
tody. Leon Moore said that he saw the 
Judge two weeks since in Canada ; that he 
and his family are ihere; that he thinks he 
has leased a farm for five years , that so he 
heard. The investigation was then adjourn- 
ed over till to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
.4 bill for the benefit of H. H. Huston, a re- 
turned rebel soldier, asking that he may 
practice law, Ac., was rejected 

House — The Special Order was a bill to 
repeal the law passed last session, in relation 
to the militia of the State. Mr. Hawkins 
reported a substitute for the original Senate 
bill, the further consideration of which was 
postponed until to-moVrow morning at 9:15 
o'clock. Mr Alf. .4 lien, from the committee 
on Military Affairs reported a bill to amend 
the act to provide a fund to pay lor the 
State defence — spe. . il order for 9:20 o’clock 
to-morrow : orden I to be printed. Mr. 
Lauck, from comn lee on Military Aftairs, 
reported a bill to i uipower the Governor to 
raise a force for the defence of the State — 
special order for 9:25 o'clock to-morrow. 

Mr. Dulin, from committee on Revised 
Statutes, reported it Senate bill to amend 
chap. 58, art. 1, Revised Statutes, passed. 
Mr. Dulin, from same committee, reported a 
Senate bill to amend chap. 61, Revised .Stat- 
utes, approved March 3, 1865; passed. 
Special order was the trial of Judge Bullitt. 
The following witnesses were examined: 
Messrs. Matthews Bolling and Harrison. 
Their testimony wst similar to that given in 
the Senate. 

Friday, May 26 — Senate — Mr. Bush, trom 
committee on Revised Statutes, reported a 
House bill to amend chapter 83, art. 4, sect. 
3, Revised Statute-i : passed The Bullitt 
case was resumed .Mr. Harrison made some 
correction in his evidence as reported, and 
then Governer Bramlette was introduced as 
a witness, and 8tat»d that he had, on Satur- 
day the 20tli iiist., eent a telegram to Judge 
Bullitt, with a oop) of Gen. Palmer’s leave 
that Judge 6. might return to Kentucky 
and attend his trial, that before this time he 
had no definite information as to the 
Judge’s whereabouts. Col. Hodges, J. F. 
Bell, F. L. Cleveland, and Mr. Ray were 
then sworn and testified as follows : 

Mr. Cleveland said that he had heard Gen. 
Burbridge say in a Union State Convention, 
convened on the 4th of .Tanuary, 1865, that 
he had ordered the arrest of Judge B., and 
that, if he caught him, be would hang him, 
as he was in favor of hanging all traitors. 

Col. Hodges stated that the proceedings of 
the Convention above referred to, as publish- 
ed ill the Commonwealth newspaper, wa.s an 
official report ol the same ; that he had 
heard General Burbridge .say liiat he under- 
stood that Judge B. had been paroled by 
Gen. Washboiirne at Memphis, and allowed 
to return lo Kenliicky. with the approval of 
the authorities at Washington ; that he had 
ordered his arrest, hut lhat fudge Bullitf 
had escaped the same 

Mr. Ray had heard Gen Burbridge say in 
the Convention of the 4th of January, fS65, 
that he had ordered the arrest of Judge Bul- 
litt, and that, if caught, he would hang him 
or have him hung 

Mr. Bell said that he was the kinsman 
and intimate friend of Judge Bullitt, that 
Judge B. returned from Memphis, where he 
had been in Federal custody, about the 7th 
of December, 1864 ; that he desired a trial 
by the civil authorities; that he did not de« 
sire one by the military, which had been 
offered him, but rejected by Ins counsel. 

The farther consideration of this matter 
was postponed until to-morrow at 10 o’clock, 
A M 

House — Mr Win. Bell ottered the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were ordered to be 
printed 

Whereas, Hj the act ef secessiun of the seve- 
ral Southern States, and the prosecution of a most 
wicked war against the Oovernment of the Unit- 
ed States, the institution of siavery in Kentucky 
has become almost worthless, therefore, be it 

1. Rctoivtd by the General Anembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky : That it is for the high- 
est and best interest of the State that a conven- 
tion of the State should be called, at the next 
regular meeting of the Legislature, for the pur- 
pose of changing pur Constitution, to the end that 
the institution ol slavery in Kentucky shall be 
forever abolished. 

2. IZeeolcedf That wo recommend to the State 
Political Convention, and the several district and 
county conventions of the Union party, to rec- 
ommend no man for a seat in Congress, or for a 
seat in the State Legislature, who is not in favor 
of calling a State Convention to change our Con- 
stitution so that slavery shall be abolished in the 
State. 

Special order was an act to organize and 
discipline the militia ol Kcntncky — repeals 
the law passed at the last session, and au- 
thorizes the sheriffs of different counties to 
call out the militia to enforce the laws. Be- 



fore auv action was taken the hour arrived 
for the trial ol fudge Bullitt. Mr. Leon 
Moore was e.xamincd as a witness in the 
case. His tesliiiioiiy was similar to that he 
gave ill the .Senaie on yesterday. 

Saturday, May 27 — Senate — Mr Cleve- 
land, from the Finance Committee, reported 
a bill to amend the law amending the reve- 
nue laws of this Commonwealth: Rejected. 
Mr. Landrum, same committee, reported a 
bill to relieve the sheriffs of the State from 
the collection of Militia fines for the years 
186J-4: passed. .Special order, the trial of 
Judge Bullitt. Mr. Grover read a despatch 
from Mrs. Bullitt, wil4 of the .Judge, saying 
that Judge B. had just mailed a letter to 
Gov. Bramlette. Judge Bullock, of Louis- 
ville, was then .sworn as a witne.ss, and stat- 
ed that whilst in his office, a man professing 
o be a military officer called and informed 
him that he had an order for his arrest, and 
on demanding the order of arrest, the same 
was found to be for Judge Bullitt, and not 
Judge Bullock. That he inferred from con- 
versation with Judge B.’s father that his ab- 
sence in Canada was temporary. 

.Senator Harrison was called, and said 
lhat he was present, and heard Gen. Bur- 
bridges speech before the convention of 
Jan. 5th, 1865; that Gen. B. said that he 
had ordere.l Judge B.'s arrest, and, in case 
a Military Commission should find him 
guilty, that he would have him speedily ex 
ecuted. 

Mr. McHenry, from the Committee on Cir- 
cuit Courts, reported a bill to change the 2d 
and 14th judicial districts, and to regulate 
the time of holding courts therein passed . 

House — The Senate bill to repeal the 
militia law was taken up and passed — yeas, 
49: nays, 33. The Bullitt cnee was then 
resumed. Mr. Kinney read the following 
despatch from Mrs. Bullitt to Governor 
Bramlette: “I have just mailed a letter from 
Judge Bullitt replying to your despatch." 

Mr. Kinney moved to postpone the further 
consideration of the case until Monday next 
at 10 o’clock, in order to receive the letter 
above referred to: carried. Several bills were 
then taken up .4n act repealing an act to 
authorize the Governor to raise a force for 
the defense of the .State — authorizes him to 
raise 5,000 troops: Postponed until 9 1-2 
o’clock Monday morning. An act to amend 
an act to provide for the defense of the 
.Stale, approved Feb. 18, 1864: passe.l. 

Prof. Cairnes, of Dublin, 

The able author of “The Slave Power,” 
has contributed to the Belfast Northern 
Whig, an article on Mr. Lincoln from which 
we extract the closing paragraph : 

Mr. Lincoln is one of those historic char- 
acters whom Carlyle, in the better days of 
his earlier ami saner genius, would have lov- 
ed to sketch Among the men who have 
been summoned from the unambitious pur- 
suits ol every day life to save and guide na- 
tions in their hour of trial, the uncouth and 
yet not undignified figure of the Illinois rail- 
splitter and village lawyer — “mean white” 
of Kentucky by birth — will hold by no 
means the lowest place. 

But for the migration of his father across 
the Ohio, Abraham Lincoln, it is strange to 
think, might now be risking the worthless 
life ol a “cracker" or ‘ sandhiller” in the ar- 
mies of Jefferson Da.vis. If it were not for 
Mr. Carlyle’s adhesion to the principle of 
“hiring servants for life” as one of the forms 
of the rule of the strongest , it is easy to see 
to which of the two leaders in the civil war 
his syinpathios would turn.. Jefferson Davis 
is a type of the professional politician — prao 
ticefl in the conventions of government — a 
master of those arts of national “palaver” 
and diplomatic “having the honor to be,” 
which excite, even in an unreasonable de- 
gree, Mr. Carlyle's dislike and contempt. 

He is an American statesman, with an Eu- 
ropean varnish. Abraham Lincoln, on the 
other hand, with his genius lor silence, and 
its correlative, occasional felicitous speech, 
struggling with the difficulties of an imper- 
fect early education — the fine spirit in the 
rough garb — blending firm purposes with 
humane heart— a deep religion with a gen- 
uine, it homely humor — seems made for Car- 
lyle’s Spen. The formal, Jdecoroiis, courtly 
figure of the founder of the Union will con- 
tr.a.st strangely with the ungainly and unpol- 
ished figure 01 (we trust) its destined restor- 
er. 

But history will recognize one thing com- 
mon to George \Va.sliingloii and .Abraham 
Lincoln — a pure honesty voidol self-seeking. 
When the heals of party passion and inter- 
national jealousy liave aba'te.l. when (de- 
traction l.a.s spent ils malice, an.l the scanda- 
lous gossip of the day goes the way of all 
lies, the pface ol .Abraham Lincoln in the 
grateful aii'ection ol his couniryinen and in 
the respect of the world will be second only, 
if il be secon.l, lo that ol Washington hirn- 
sell.

Abolitionism in Franklin Connty. 

The Abolitionists are at work in Frank- 
lin county. We mean the real. Simon-pure 
article, those who for a consideration are 
running the negroes off. It is well known 
that a company of negro soldiers came to 
this place about three weeks since, for the 
purpose of recruiting their thinned ranks. 
They were here for some days and gained 
but one recruit, and the Captain seeing it to 
be an unprofitable business had declared his 
intention of seeking some other point. But 
suddenly the matter took another turn, and 
in one day twelve recruits came in, the next 
day more came, and so the ranks continued 
to swell. This sudden popularity of soldier- 
ing with our negroes was rather surprising. 
But the cause of it was soon discovered. A 
speech bad been made at the Court House 
by the Wickliffe-IIarney candidate for Rep- 
resentative, in' which the usual declamation 
against the Constitutional Amendment was 
delivered, and denunciations were uttered, 
with strong crying and tears, against the men 
of straw the Democracy have set up to insult 
or amuse the people — negro suffrage and ne- 
gro equality. But as slavery is very unpop- 
ular just now something must be'done that 
would have the appearance of favoring its 
removal. .So the speaker urged emancipa- 
tion. It would take at least seven years to 
effect this in the Constitutional method, and 
during those years slaveholders could hold 
on to their slaves, and in the meantime the 
excitement against slavery would die away 
and the slaves might be kept in their bond- 
age forever. This, we understand, is the 
public and private talk of the Opposition 
candidate for Representative. 

Now this is playing the mischief with the 
negroes As long as there is a probability 
of the Constitutional Amendment being rat- 
ified, they are willing to stay at home pa- 
tiently and then, when freed, to work lor 
their old masters for a compensation On 
being told, however, that the Constitiftional 
Amendment will fail, that the talk about 
Emancipation is all sham, and that their 
fetters are to be forged thicker and rivetted 
tighter than ever — for this private talk will 
leak out — the thirst for that freedom, which 
this rebellion has taught them is theirs, has 
forced them to seek it. And by entering the 
army they gain it Now we protest against 
this practical Abolitionism If it goes ou 
there will not only be no slaves left, but 
there will be no negroes left to till our soil 
and to satisfy the common demands of labor. 
With all our advocacy of the Constitution, 
al Amendment the ranks of negro regiments 
remain thin Our negroes are willing to stay 
al home and work till freed, and then to 
work if wanted But this doctrine of eter- 
nal servitude, under the cloak of Emancipa- 
tion, is driving them all off, and we cannot 
have either free or slave labor. These Abo- 
litioaists will have to be looked after. They 
are practical “Radical Destructionists,'' ruin- 
ing the interests of the farmers and the pros* 
peels of the county. The adoption of the 
Constitutional Amendment will be a pana- 
cea for this great ill.

men have all been quiet, orderly and sober. 
-And they have left us with the be.st wiahos 
ot the entire community for their happiness, 
and welfare wherever they may be sent, 
and, after being mustered out, a happy re- 
turn to their liomes. Tliev have won our 
gratitude and eateem, and will ever be kind- 
ly remembered in Frankfort. 



Oca National Credit. — The London 
Times copies and indorses a stalemeni of 
the New York Journal of Commerce, that 
if our ualioual debt is not paid within two or 
three years it will lie in danger of repmlia- 
lion That slalenient, sa.va the New York 
Times, could have been dictated by nothing 
but malignant party spirit. It was an abom- 
inable libel upon the .American people. 
This debt is as sure of being p.aid as next 
Winter’s snows are to melt. The process 
may be quick, or it may be slow, but, in eith- 
er case alike, it will be certainly be consum- 
mated. American honesty is not degenera- 
ting.

From 
wbalwe have known of Mr. Marshall we would 
have thought that, with such a Representa- 
tive, his District would have been well and 
ably represented. But judging by his letter 
we now think that the District ban made a 
happy escape by his declining the race. Mr 
Marshall's utter perversion of the Constitu- 
tional Amendment in its intent and opera- 
tion, his unwarranted, illogical, and false as. 
sertions as to the powers and rights it confers, 
his, to say the least of it, undignified abuse 
of, our Governor who is liis peer — if not bead 
ami shoulders above him as a man and a gen- 
tleman, all show him to he a man ruled by 
prejudice and passion anil so unfit to repre- 
sent any people lu any capacity wbalever. 

To do Mr. Marshall justice, however, it Is 
proper to state that in tbs doss of his letter 
he ascribes what he has wril'en to his “feel- 
ings ' riiat is evident in every line. His 
reason, his judgment, his usual sense and 
dignity, could have bad nothing to do willi 
what was penned His feelings, his blind 
enmity against the Administration, his in. 
dignatioii at certain views some Northern 
men may hold, his prejudices against all 
who may see any wrong in Slavery, have 
found vent in his letter. Hence its misrep 
resentalions, its misstatements, its low insin- 
uations and its abuse. But a man ivlio is tlius 
controlled by liis feelings is not tlie man to 
represent any Kentucky District in Congress. 
And tlie State should congratulate itself that 
be has declined the proffered honor. 

More Slander. 

rtic Observer and Reporter, ol May 27th, 
contains an article in which an account is 
pretended to be given of the proceedings ol 
a meeting of the Executive Committee ol 
the 1 -nion party of the State, held in Fraiik- 
lori on last Tuesday evening. This paper 
says the meeting was strictly secret, and vet 
proceeds to give an account of what, it says, 
was saiil and done. “It has leaked out,” 
it says. How happens it that it leaked into 
the ears of the Observer and Reporter? Is 
it usual with that sheet to receive and credit 
and publish as true the testimony of an 
eaves dropper, and one who, according to its 
own assertion must have lied in order to 
effect an entrance? And if usual, is it hon- 
orable? 

But what did “leak out?’ The Observer 
says that, in answer to the demands of tlie 
members of the Committee. Gen. Palmer 
“promised to concentrate in Kentucky, as 
rapidly as possible, all the negro troops at 



present stationed in the adjoining Slates.” 
This statement it repeats in another form. 
“We regret, on his account, lliat he should 
have promised the aid of negro aoldiers.” 
The Italics arc the Observer’s. Now both 
these assertions are false, they have not a 
word of truth in them. And it is rather 
damaging to the reputation of the Observer 
for veracity that Gen. Palmer’s speech had 
been published in full before its statements 
were made. And in that speech there is 
nothing even approaching these assertions 
This, however, is only part and parcel of 
the system intended to be pnrsued by the 
Wickliffe party during the present canvass. 
In every offensive way the negro is to be 
lugged in to the prejudice of the Union men 
of the Slate. In the article of which we 
are writing we are told that negro troops are 
to be brought into the State “to 'crush out 
the spirit of opposition to the destructive 
measures of the Administration,” and this 
is to be done at the special request of Union 
men. Now such a thing was not even hint- 
ed at in the meeting. But it is a good 
charge with which to excite the passions of 
the people against Union men and against 
the Government, and with this purpose it 
was invented. Thus the spirit of the opposi- 
tion is revealed, and the Union party is 
taught thus early what it will have to con- 
tend against. Every species of misrepresen- 
tation is to be resorted to, no matter bow 
dishonorable, or unfair, or unjust. We as- 
sure our readers that the assertions of the Ob- 
server and Reporter are false. Negro troops 
were not once mentioned at the Union meeting, 
and if the Observer and Reporter bad a hired 
spy there, it knows this as well as we do. If 
this is the only way in which the supporters 
ol the Constitutional Amendment are to be 
met, that measure will certainly prevail. 
And it is the only way. Truth will not, can- 
not array itself against that measure which 
is for the salvation of the Republic and the 
benefit of the State. And truth will prevail. 

To the People of Keiituckv. 

Lciinutok, Kt., May 25, 1865. 

-At a meeting of the Union Executive 
Committee* held in Frankfort, Ky., May 23, 
1865, for the purpose of nominating a can- 
didate for .State Treasurer, to be voted (or on 
Monday, August 7, 1865, it was decided to 
form a committee of one person from eacli 
Congressional District, not a member of the 
Executive Committee, to confer with the Ex- 
ecutive Coinniitiee in the selection of a can- 
didate. -After a full and free conference. 
Captain Win. L. Neale, of Madison county 
was nominated as the candidate ol the Un- 
ion party (or the office named. 

In presenting our candidate and platform 
fo the people ol Kentucky, we deem but few 
worde necessary by explanation or appeal- 
We make a single issue which may be sum- 
med up in tlie sentence, that the best inter- 
ests of Kentucky and of the American Un- 
ion, demaad the ratification of the Constitu- 
tional Amendment abolishing slavery 
throughout the United States, and forever 
prohibiting its re-introduction. We rely up. 
on the wisdom of our people and the justice 
of our cause tor that success which we feel 
assured awaits us at the coming election. 

The institution of slavery can not be said 
to exist even now in the State or in the Unit- 
ed Stales, and we are called upon to recog- 
nize its removal from our midst rather than 
decree it. 

Tbe continuance of slavery in Kentucky 
is not possible even if it were expedient or 
desirable, and should be neither expedient 
nor desirable even if it were possible. With- 
out entering into any argument as to its mor- 
al right or wrong, it is safe to say that tbe 
events ot the past four years have obliter- 
ated its substance and left nothing but its 
shadow among us — they have taken away, 
as to tbe future, all the benefits wc have ev- 
er derived from it, and left us all its evils. 

The parly that now appeals to you for 
support Ls not responsible for tbe death ol 
slavery It was killed in tlie house ol its 
friends. It was reserved (or the iSoutbern 
leaders of tlie great rebellion — now happily 
terminated'' thanks to the valor and patriot- 
ism of the American people — to prove them- 
selves tlie great practical Abolilionisls of the 
age, and to accomplish, in four years o( ag- 
gressive war, a result wliicli half a century 
of mere antagonism of opinion between the 
extremists of llie two sections could not liave 
achieved. 

The parly which came into power in 1861, 
so lar Irom signalizing its advent by liostili- 
ty to slavery, offered a constitutional guar- 
antee for its existence in every Southern 
State. 'fhis was scornfully rejected as in 
sufficient, and slavery pul on the garb ol 
treason and arrayed itself against the Gen- 
eral Qoverniiienl. 'I’he gage ol battle was 
llirown down by South Carolina, 'flie war 
commenced and was carried on by President 
Lincoln and his advisers for the purpose of 
preserving the national integrity — not of de- 
stroying slavery. It was continued on this 
principle until by the determined resistance 
of ike Soulbern rebels it was made necessa- 
ry to destroy slavery in order to save the 
Union or to destroy the Union in order to 
save slavery — slavery and the Union could 
not be preserved. The voice of the loyal 
masses rose with one accord in favor of the 
Union and against slavery. President Lin 
coin accepted the issue forced upon him by 
the madness of Iherebel leaders, and thence- 
forth the contest was to be between Union 
and Freedom on the one band, and Disrupt- 
ion and Slavery on the other. 

'fhe result is known. The cause of the 
Union has triumphed, and on the side of 
the rebellion the failure of its achievements 
has been added to tbe infamy ol its incep- 
tion. 

-About three years ago. President Lincoln 
seeing that elavery and tiie Union could not 
both survive the terrible shock ofarms which 
then convulsed tbe nation, and unwilling 



that the people of Kentucky who bad stood 
by tbe National cause should bo compelled 
to suffer equally With those who bad plung- 
ed us into the dreadful calamity of civil war, 
submitted to us a proposition for what was 
termed compensated emancipation. This, 
we regret to say, was rejected by the Gener- 
al Assembly — although it was apparent then 
as now that the institution of slavery — abol- 
ished in the extreme South as a necessity of 
the war — could not exist long in Kentucky, 
surrounded on all sides by free States. We 
mention this fact because there are those 
among us whose sole objection to the adop- 
tion of the Constitutional amendment is the 
pecuniary loss it would iovolve. And if 
there be any hope for coropensaffon after the 
refusal of our legislators to adopt a proposi- 
tion emanating from the wisdom of him 
whose loss we were so recently called upon 
to deplore, coupled with his kindness of 
heart and a desire to restrict the burdens of 
the war, as far as possible, to its authors, it 
surely consists in tbe immediate adoption of 
the amendment; for none can be so blind as 
not to perceive that if a measure dictated 
alike by the necessities and the interest of 
the country and the civilization of tbe world 
— is ratified by the requisite number of 
States, while Kentucky dissents, we can 
have but little hope for, and no claim what- 
ever to, such compensation. 

Of tbe constitutionality of tlie proposed 
amendment, we do not deem it neeessary to 
say one word. 'I'he language of the ablest 
opponents of the measure in Congress and 
throughout the country, might be quoted ,if 
it were necessary, to furnisli proof of the 
right ot the people to alter and amend a fun- 
damental law having no force whatever ex- 
cept by virtue of ita emanation from tbe peo- 
ple. Our fathers of the eighteenth century 
certainly never assumed the right to bind 
their descendants of tbe uineteentli by an 
instrument which was unalterable and im- 
mutable. On the contrary they prescribed 
the mode by which the Conslitiition could 
be amended, without making any restrictions 
as to the subjects respecting which changes 
might be made. If slavery exists by virtu* 
of the Constitution ol the United .Slates, the 
amendment is justified by that power to de 
stroy, wliioh, with certain liniilalioiis, is in- 
herent in tbe power that creates. If there is 
no justification for slavery in the Constitu- 
tion, an aiiiemlmenl forever pruliiblting it, 
when ratified liy llirce-fourlhs of the .Sl.ates 
as provided in the inslrunieiit itself, is iin- 
qucstionably of lull loree and effect. As to 
tbe efi'ect of emancipation in Kentucky, no 
argument can be s^ convincing as the rapid 
increase in tlie value of real estate in the 
State of Maryland and the District of Colum- 
bia since tbe abolition of slavery there 

The value of land in Maryland -lias en 
hanced already to an extent that more than 
compensates for the pecuniary value ol the 
elaves emancipated; and in the city of Wash- 
ington the increase in the value of real ee 
tate and taxable property since the abolition 
of slavery in tbe District of Columbia has 
been unparalleled and unprecedented. Nor is 
this prosperity merely apparent and attribu- 
table to the inflated condition of the nation 
al currency, as some are ready to charge — 
The gold valuation of real property in the 
city of Washington is now more than fifty 
percent — perhaps a hundred — greater than 
it was four years ago. Such also will be the 
effect iu Kentucky. “Nor is anything to be 
feared from the temporary disturbance to 
the labor system of our State which the ex- 
tinction of slavery will effect. The laws of 
labor like the laws of trade will regulate 
themselves. Tbe freed elave must have bread, 
and to get it he must work. He will work 
where his labor is most in demand and beat 
requited, and tlie cost of bis labor to Ins em- 
ployer will be much less than it ever has 
been to bis owner. Tbe examples of the 
States ol Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, where 
negroes have long performed a large part of 
tlie unskilled labor of tbe city and the 
country, may be cited in proof of this. Ne- 
groes have never been drones uyion society 
there, and tliey never will be here 

We must all either work or want The 
charges made by our opponents that we are 
in favor of what they term “negro equality,” 
socially and politically, are so base and so 
futile as to be uiinnrtby of refutation. As 
to the political equality, which means the 
exten.sion ol the right of suffrage to the ne- 
gro, the unconditional Union party of Ken- 
tucky have never contended lor oi^favored it. 
The Consiiliitioii ot our .State regulates the 
subject by restricting the rigtit of suffrage to 
while male citizens. When we advocate a 
change of tliat insiruinent in thin respect, but 
not till then, we may be charged with favor 
ing the political equality of the two races. 

Finally, fellow-citizens, a tree is known by 
ita fruit. Tbe men who are now for tbe Con. 
stitutiooal Amendment are those who have 
stood by the Government of the United 
States in the darkest hour of tlie past four 
years; aud while many who oppose the 
amendment have done equally well and been 
equally loyal, where are all those whose ad- 
vice, if followed, would have arrayed Ken- 
tucky against the L^nitcd .States and given 
her a history which can be read of other 
States in the blackened ruins of their cities; 
the destruction of their homes and the desola- 
tion of their farms? .Arc they not all in the 
tront rank ol those who oppose the amend- 
ment. 

Let us stand firm in the consciousness that 
we are battling for the right, and that victo- 
ry, which always wails upon truth and jus- 
tice wlien arrayed against their enemies, will 
be found perched upon our banners next .Au 
gust,
